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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 4-15, 17-18, 20-24, 26-32 are allowable over the prior art of 
records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious 
improvement over the invention patented Pat. No. 5,940,629 and 6,178,520. The 
improvement features of a configurable storage array include a plurality of 
expanders separating portions of the segmentable bus (claims 1 and 26); wherein 
grouping the subsets comprising segmenting the bus to define the isolate bus 
segments; and wherein the segmenting the bus includes selectively enabling and 
disabling one of the plurality of expanders separating portions of the bus (claims 
15 and 30). 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed for the same 
rationale from the parent claim by dependency.
